Minist- 
ries—Finance and Foreign Affairs 
The Administrative Council takes 
‘care of all the other Ministries — 
such 43 Industry, Communications, 
Education, and. ‘Internal Affairs 
‘The State Council, at present, con- 
sists of 16 membors, of whom'I am 
‘one, ‘There is a Presidium of ‘five, 
‘which is domoeratically managed, 
land everything done by open dis 
‘cussion. ‘So much for the constituc 
tion of ‘the Government, 

“As regards our policy at pre- 
sent: it is true that there are fac- 
tions here united who were formerly 
opposed to each other. We now 
have formed a united front, and co- 
operate wholeheartedly, not ona 
basis of personal sentiment, but on 
the question of policy. Our former 
disagreement was based on_ policy| 
and not on personal issues. My own 
policy during the past few years 
has beon for the overthrow of a 
personal dictatorship and the es- 
tablishment of a Government on a. 
democratic basis; and my position 
in’ the Government here is dictated 
by this policy. 

“Of course I realise what wild 
rumours are circulated about dis- 
sension here in Canton. But one 
reply to such talk is work. For 
instance, ‘the latest, and, in my 
mind, one. of the most. important 
sneasures adopted by the Govern- 
ment, was at the morning session 
on July 1, when we drafted a law 
for’ district, local, and municipal 
self-government. Mr, Sun Fo and 
T drafted the law, and General Chen 
Chi-tang was present as a member 
of the Drafting Committee. There 
[was broad discussion on all points, 
‘but there was no difference of views 
at all in regard to the essential 
points of this important issue. 

“I signed the law on the day it 
[was passed, and on Joly 2 it became 
Jaw, applicable to all territory under 
the new National Government. By 

, within three months, the var- 
fous local groups and_bodi 
hisien, villages, and_municipalities, 
shall be operating.

Kuomintang or governmental bodies, 
There is, “however, this specific 
qualification; during’ the educational 
Period, the ‘people are. required to 
put themselves on record a3 accept. 
ing and supporting the fundamental 
policies of the Kuomintang, accords 
ing to Article 8 of the Principles of 
Reconstruction of Sun Yet-sen. We 
have fixed no date. for the educa 
tional period.

When a very eminent British 


engineer visited China a few| hi 


years ago in a consultative 
capacity on conservancy work 


he went the length of expressing | T! 


the opinion that only through 
the operation of cooperative 
work between the foreign and 
Chinese communities here could 
Shanghai possibly attain to its 


real greatness—its size of 
Population, importance as a 
finaneial centre, and the pre- 


eminence as a warld port which 
its hinterland seemed to have 
marked out for it. This opinion 
‘comes to mind upon a perusal of| 
the latest report of Mr. Justice 
Feetham—that dealing with the 
outside roads—which has been 
issued to-day and of which a 
comprehensive summary is con-| 
tained in these columns. Again 
it is 4 report of remarkable value 
to Shanghai, and in every respect 
calls for the closest _attentior 
‘The historical portions a 
admirable in their lucidity, and 
bear just as much upon the 
greatness of Shanghai as in the 
view of the engineer just quoted 
Gonservancy operations on the 
Whangpoo do. The roads out- 
side the Settlement have in- 
creased the prosperity of | the 
afore-time villagers and agricul- 
turists to an extent probably not 
dreamt of in the days before 
such enterprise was thought of, 
in the district. Such enterprise 
was due to foreign energy, and 
it has only been subs.queotly| 
that Chinese effort has been 
active in supplementing it. How 
to. secure a working system 
between the two road-builders| 
has been the task which Mr. 
Justice Feetham has  essayed. 
‘All such work is essential to the 
future prosperity and greatnes 
of. the port: the business com- 
munity with its activities and i 
demand for amenities must’e: 
pand faf beyond the present 
bounds; and it is obvious that 
the only solution lies in a com- 
prehensive system of cooperation 
as is now outlined by Mr. Justice 
Feetham. Emphasis should b 
placed on the point that Chinese 
just as much as foreigners re- 
quire these roads. so that there 
ean be no racial bias in this 
matter. 

‘Mr. Justice Feetham aims -at 
the creation of a new authority 
for the control of these outside 
roads, but this would be extrem: 
ly difficult to bring about at a 
‘moment's notice, and pending 
this, a sort of ‘inter-regnum is} 
suggested. There is no doubt, 
with reference to the temporary 
scheme, that on the part of the 
Greater Shanghai authorities a 
very. slight concession would 
bring about a thoroughly _sati 
factory situation whereby the 
outside roads would continue to 
be policed and | maintained by| 
the :Muricipal Couneil,- aud it 
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iM_be seen that under this 
suggestion in Mr. Justice 
Feetham’s report it would be 
incumbent on the Council to pay. 
to the Muni of Greater 
Shanghai a percentage of the 
revenue collected, this as a 
contribution to the administra. 
tion of the adjoining azeas, Here 
would be concessions by” bottt 
parties, and furthermore the 
deadlock as regards these roads

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THE KOREAN RIOTS 
July 8. 

‘The decision of the Japanese 
authorities in Korea to utilize 
troops to back the efforts of the 
Police in preventing a recurrence 
ofthe regrettable anti-Chinese 
riots throughout the country. 
indieates that the situation is 
now in hand. It would be too 
‘much to say, however, that the 
incident is closed, The estimates 
of the number of Chinese killed 
in these riots vary, but it may 
safely be said that between 
forty and fifty have met their 
deaths at the hands of Koreans, 
and. over eighty have been 
seriously injured, while the 
number of those suffering from 
slight wounds runs into the 
hundreds. Business in the 
Chinese ‘community has been 
paralyzed by the necessity for 
all Chinese citizens to seck 
fuge with the police. Shops 
factories, and homes have been 
destroyed, And above all there 
exists. a’ position in which 
further reprisals on either side 
may set a spark to. an explesive 
train which has its ending no 
‘one’ knows whe 

‘The explanation of the Wan: 
paoshan affair, which gave 
to this ebullition of bad blood, 
isa simple one. The report 
made by the Mukden Association 
for Foreign Affairs has a truer 
ying to it than either of the 
official explanations which have 
so, far been issued. It states 
that the trouble originated by a 
Chinesé venting land from other 
Chinese and sub-letting it, to 
Koreans, who understood that 
the’ sub-lessor had obtained for 
them permission to construct an 
irrigation canal. Apparently, 
however, the sub-lessor had not 
obtained this permis 
the action of the Ke 
setting about the construction of 
the irrigation works was resent- 
ed by the Chinese farmers, who 
feared that the canal would ex-

Chinese, Koreans, and’ Japanese 
must live and work side by aide 
‘certain amount of inter-racial 
rivalty is to be expected. This 
vivalry, however, seems to have| 
taken the form of petty persecu- 
Alon by all concerned, official and 
otherwise. ‘The resentment rous- 
ed by: this’ petty persecution— 
which might otherwise be de- 
scribed as a series of minor in- 
eults—would be bound to find 
an outlet at some time or other, 
‘And: the: Wanpaoshan affair 
‘seems to have been outlet enough. 
Whatever the merits of the 
original disputes, there “is_no 
doubt that the outbreak of riot-| 
ing in’ Korea has shown on the 
part of Japan an unfortunate 
Jack of foresight, Reports from 
Tokyo show that the Japan 
press fs perfectly aware of this, 
‘one paper going so far as to 
describe the outrages as a “dis- 
grace to the Japanese empire 
This realization should mi 
Jiguidation of the "incident 
easier, Japan, horrified by the 
pillage and murder, may be 
trusted to do her share in this, 
provided there are no further re- 
prisals on the Chinese side. The 
most recent news, however, is by

THE TROUBLE IN KOREA 
July 11. 

Several days ago the view was 
expressed that the trouble in 
Korea was virtually at an end. 
The efforts of the Japanese au-| 
thorities, although unfortunately 
belated,’ had, it was hoped, 
succeeded in putting a. period to| 
the attacks by Koreans on the 
Chinese populace, but it must be 
noted that recent telegrams 
still tell of outbreaks of a like 
nature. In the eircumstances| 
there is little wonder that the 
Opposition is continuing to press 
its attacks on the Japanese Gov- 
ernment for their unprepared- 
ness in dealing with the situa. 
tion Which arose at Pingyang| 
and which caused an outbreak 
which, in view of the fact that it 
had its repercussions in Man- 
churia, might have led to an 
international crisis of the great- 
est magnitude. From the time| 
the situation was beli 
well in 
incident in Fusan and apparent- 
ly one: also at Seoul, although 
a contradiction of ‘the latter 
has now been recelved,. while’ 
reprisals have taken place, ac- 
cording to recent reports, 
across the border in Antung. 
That there should have been| 
further ineidents, even after 
the \action to avert them, is 
not surprising, as in practically’ 
every case of a similar nature the| 
authorities have not been able to 
cope with cases arising in places| 
where in the past it has been 
possible to maintain the peace| 
without the elaborate precau- 
tions required elsewhere. That 
is a phase where mass’ psy- 
chology invariably gets the 
better of the normal instinets of 
a people and where when a

In the case of the disturbance 
at Fusan, however, can it even’ 
be suggested that it was the 
ordinary mob psychology which 
led to the situation which 
developed there? In the south! 
of Korea, Pusan is far remote 
from the northem border which 
was-the scene of the initial 
trouble, which it is practically 
definitely established arose out 
of an industrial-agricultural 
Aispute, and which should ne 
have been allowed to go to th 
lengths it did. At such a di 
tance from the scene of trouble 
it would ordinarily not be sur- 
prising if racfal animosities flar- 
ed up many days after the first 
sign of activity , elsewhere, but| 
in this case, unfortunately, there| 
is a more sinister aspect to the 
incident, This lies in the re- 
ported Communist origin of the 
disorders. It is obvious that, 
with their expert’ kno of 
the practice of fishing in 
troubled waters, Communists 
would find in the recent situa-| 
tion full seope for their ingenu-| 
ity, and it is surprising | that 
precautions had not been taken 
to circumvent their operations. 
The Japanese. Government is 
better informed than any other 
body as to the activities of the 
Communist body in Korea 
during recent years, and it 
would have been expected that 
the precautions taken would 
have been of a nature to prevent! 
this element taking advantag 
of any outburst such as this. 
‘The hope may be expressed that 
this has been merely an isolated 
incident, but, in common with. 
other Governments in the Far 
East, it is to. the interest of 
Japan to see that Communism 
should receive no incentive else- 
where even from.a momentary 
upheaval, or even disturbance, 
at any. point. True, it is in 
these days a habit to attribute 
to Communists trouble in which 
their responsibility hasbeen 
entirely lacking, but _never- 
































act element is re- 
quired for the sake of the peace 
of Asia. 

‘The chief critic of the 
Japanese Government in the 
measures it has taken or feiled 
to take in Korea has not unna- 
turally been the Opposition, and 
if echoes of their views ‘have 
been heard elsewhere it is not 
only natural. For one thing, 





however, the Government is to 
be congratulated on its whole- 


hearted ‘acceptance of the inter- 
national implications of the| 
situation created, and. on its 
declared readiness to provide 
compensation. It was inevitable 
that, the Chinese Goverament 
would-send:a Note in connection 
with the matter, and the infor- 
mation Nanking has officially 
published, based on the! 
investigations of the Kirin 
Provincial Government does not 
appear to differ in material 
aspects from the generally 
cepted version of the initial 
cause of the disturbances. That 
retalfations should take place in 
Manchuria was not a surprising 
feature of the case, and it is 
ver factory that the dis- 
turbances there were of small 
moment. It is equally to the 
credit of the prinefpal parties 
concerned that the burial of 
vietims has in so many places 
been carried out in the most 
orderly fashion, although else- 
where, as pointed out, Com- 
munist and other activity still 
gives cause for anxiety. This 
Detter position, it is not too 
much to suggest, is due to the! 
acceptance of responsibility by 
the Japanese Government, and 
that it has done so without the 
oss of time is likely to prove 
an element in the ease which will 
put an end to what might other- 
wise have proved a period of 
grave friction. There must be 
admiration for the small bodies! 
of the Japanese police in their 
work throughout the disturb- 
ances, as in every case they 
afforded the utmost protection 
in their power to the people 
attacked, and there is no doubt 
that their work assisted greatly 
in minimizing the effects of 
the movement which was over 
running the country. 





























SHANGHAI EXCHANGES 
July 

The fact that the Ministries 
of Industry. and Finance in 
Nanking have issued an order 
insisting on two Chinese ex- 
changes in Shanghai amalgamat- 
ing recalls the extraordinary’ 
boom which took place ten or @ 
dozen years ago here in the 
establishment of such institu- 
tions. Over a period of weeks 
at the time referred to all 
sorts of —Chinese—financiers, 
merchants and men of straw—| 
were engaged in forming com- 
panies to promote exchanges for 
every purpose in the world, 
having seen what profits had 
about that time been made by 
Japanese institutions of a like 
character. Japanese exchanges 
at that time took, and probably, 
still take, a percentage from all 
business’ transacted, and_ this| 
meant that in a good year of| 
business shares in an exchange| 
itself were well worth buying. 
Not only so, but they could even 
form the medium of speculation 
in exactly the same manner as| 
any ordinarily listed stock. On 
the basis of the successful years| 
which had gone before and in 
the expectation of reaping hand- 
some rewards, there arose this; 
extraordinary rush by the public 
to found exchanges. Premises 
which appeared to be even 
moderately suitable for the 
business in hand rapidly rose to| 
a premium, and even building! 
operations were commenced 
when further space was no! 
longer available. The result 
was that by the time the boom 
had finished not only were there 
exchanges for all shares, but 
even special exchanges ‘were: 
established for particular types 
of shares, while for commercial 
commodities institutions of the 
Kind mentioned existed without 
number. Actually, when 
parently every class of sl 
commodity in which one could 
deal had been exhausted, the 
ingenuity of the exchange pro- 
moters turned to such channels 
as night exchanges and the like, 
making confusion still worse 
confounded. These exchanges, 
with their ephemeral existence, 
have disappeared and the type 
in-which Nanking is interested. 
is of a different character. 

The exchanges with which the 
order of the Nanking Govern- 
ment deals are the Chartered 
Stock & Produce Exchange and

There need be no quarrel with. 
the point of view of th 
ment. While the multiplicity of 
the exchanges set up during that 
unfortunate boom year killed the. 
majority of them because there 
was not enough genuine business 
to keep them going, it is on 
different grounds here that two 
institutions dealing in exactly 
the same sort of business should 
not have a separate existence 
side by side.” The fact of the

for the bond market—a market 
which should be the barometer

HEROES UNDER THE 
WAVES 


‘Magnificent Behaviour of Crew 
‘of Poseidon 


London, July 7. 
‘A tale of heroism was told in the 
House of Commons this afternoon 
when Mr, A. V, Alexander, First 
Lord of the Admiralty, read a report 
Hfrom the Commantter-in-Chief of the 
China Station on the recent sinking 
lof, the British submarine Poseidon 
Joft Weihaiwei, ‘The report related 
the story of the magnificent  be- 
haviour of the men who were cut 
loft from their fellows in the fore 
part of the vessel, most of who 
‘were eventually saved. . 
‘When the order was given to close 
the watertight doors Petty Officer 
Willis and the ‘Torpedo Gunner's: 
mato took charge of the men in the 
forepart of the vessel. The electric 
lighting installation was put out of 
faction by the collision and the men 
hhad to work in darkness, relieved by 
the occasional gleam of an electric 
‘Willis first conducted prayers and 
then ordered his companions to put 
on the Davis escape apparatus. He 
‘then opened the valves to flood the 
jcompartment in érder to equalise 
pressure and enable the men to 
escape, 
Wh 








the compartment was slow- 
ly filling he kept the men in good 
spirits and at the same time an- 
other of the crew instructed a 
Chinese boy in the use of the escape 
apparatus and enabled him to save 
his life, 

Although Willis knew the oxygen 
‘was exhausted he reassured all his 
comrades, declaring there was plenty 
left, thus keeping the men cheerful 

Finally, after over two hours, the 
‘hateh was opened and two men’shot 
to the surface, One died immediate 
ly but the other, who was himself 
exhausted, supported the body until 
both were picked uy

Riding British-made bicycles (Vie~ 
tore) equipped with Dunlop tyres 
fand carrying a Chinese passport 
with a British visa for identification 
[parposes, they first eyeled to Henl 
fand, from this point, they wended 
{their way to Hanzchow. ‘Their only’ 
lloggage consisted of personal effects, 
ja camera and hunting knives. The 
youths expect to visit at least 25 
feountries and they do not anticipate 
fany trouble in their journey which 
will, they hope, end about January 

1995, inasmuch as they speak five 
Hinguages. 

‘In their leter to the “North-China 
Daily News,” they say:— 

“Our best regards from Hangchow 
to the Shanghai community. 

“Our trip to Hangchow was more 
dificult than we had anticipated on 
account of the bad roads 
rainy” weather, — but we 
it im five days.’ We do not advise 
{foreigners to travel in China, espe- 
eially if they do not have a’know- 
edge of the Chinese language, be- 
Jcause it is hard to get food on the 
way.

‘The figures that are published as 
estimates for the work to be, done 
Jon the Soviet Government rai 
fore. of such colossal proportions 
that there are few people who ca 
feredit the plan going through. So] 
far. the results "have proved very 
fatisfactety, but this is only the 
beginning ‘of the five years plan, 
fand as the country was in a ter- 
ible state when the work of re-| 
construction was, commenced, it | 
natural that such work should be 
equal or nearly equal to the est 
mates that were reckoned upon. 

In the first place, who are the 
people that are making out these 
Fronderful estimates of the work 
is to be carried out in Soviet 
Russia?” As far as can be learned 
line most of the figures are prepared 
foy men who are either in prison, oF 
lunder arrest, and who are ordered 
[io show a continual advance in the 
ldevelepment of the whole country. 
The figures which these men show 
fare in many ease colossal and pra 
CGeally, impossible, and. thus when| 
they do not work out in practice, 
the men who are responsible for 
the work are said to be inimical

aches, and moments of exbilara- 
tion in the same way as anybody 
else.

Since ignor- 
ance of the difference between 
bamboos and cedars defies the 
comprehension, it is more pro- 
bable:that the’ first to be called 
in todeal with such a case would 
be tht: Commissioners, How long 
would they hesitate before 
pronouncing judgment on one 
who harboured such a delusion? 
‘They would probably saddle 
their victim with a disease end- 
ing in “ola” or “phrenia,” but 
the result would be the ‘same

‘When, however, the foreign 
resident becomes reconciled to 
the strange circumstance that 
his surroundings in China are 
Chinese, the chances are that his 
eyes are opened to many unusual 
things.

But for myself, I could 
lonly think of my cook here in 
Shanghai, who used to ‘play this 











jvery tune on hot simmer nights 


when’ I was trying to sleep. iln- 
leidentally, my friend and I laughed 
Js much ‘that we were eventually 
requested to leave the theatre. 

With the advent of summer that 
tune—which is ‘nothing more than 
la series of husky notes—ean be 
heard in almost every backyard, In 
fact it a strange thing that through- 
Jout the winter our servants are 
consistently faithful to their domes- 
tic calling, but with the first warm 
night they all become enthusiastic 
musicians. “There are generally 
several flutes, one of those two- 
stringed “violins” which’ ean pro- 
‘duce an amazing variety of sounds, 
Jand there is sometimes a singer to 
Head the orchestra, 

‘Speaking from’ personal experi- 
lence I find that it is not only the 
servants who are guilty of thes 
Inight serenades. ‘There was once 
[Chinaman with the typical  high- 
pitched, piercing voice, who lived 
Jopposite. He had the laudable 
lambition of becoming a worl 
famous singer, and he practised his 
fart at all times of the day and 
night. He had a gramophone and 
me solitary record which was called 

He was determined to 
earn that song. He would first 
play the record and sing with it; 
then he would venture into the song 
without the accompaniment; after a 
few bars his voice would faiter, and 
the record would-be played through 
fonce mote. ‘This procedure was re- 
peated until the melody of that song 
heard from morning till night began 
to drive us to distraction. We sent 
2 plaintive message to the police, 
Jand then after much delay, they 
investigated the matter. They call- 
led on the singer and eventually 
learnt from his neighbours that he 
jwas mad; harmless, but a lunati 
Inome the’ less. With the strange 
fancies of a mad-man’s. brain, ‘he 
imagined he was singing to a vast 
Jand wildiy applauding audience.

‘We had day's peace, and 
then one night without warning,
